Minister Opposes North 
Atlantic Pact in Open 
Letter to Pres. Truman 



Rev. G. Richard Tuttle, minister 
of the Methodist church in Antioch 
(has joined with some 300 religious, 
labor, education and community 
leaders in Greater Chicago oppos- 
ing the North Atlantic Pact. 

In an open letter to the President 
and the congress, the group cautions 
that "if the pattern of measures and 
counter-measures by our country 
and Russia persists, It can lead only 
to a war which neither nation can 
win and in which mankind may be 
destroyed." 

Pointing out that there is a con- 
secutive and honorable alternative, 
the letter asserts that the possibili- 
ties for peaceful negotiation "have 
never been fully explored." The 
President is urged, through a spe- 
cial emissary to the Soviet Union 
to prepare .the way for a meeting 
between the highest ranking au-: 
thorities of the two governments! 
Issues outstanding between the two 
countries should be thoroughly dis- 
cussed and "an atmosphere of mu- 
tual confidence established in anti- 
cipation of multi-lateral discussions 
at which final settlements could be 
achieved." 

Asserting that if war comes a set- 
tlement between impoverished de- 
vastated nations must be made af-| 
ter the war — if any survive, the 
letter urges discussions now before 
war becomes inevitable.

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The Public Interest 

In one of his newspaper columns, Norman 
Thomas, who Has long headed the Socialist Party In 
the United States, says: "The job of writing a really 
good labor bill still remains to be done. Such a bill . . 
must find a better way of dealing with Ihe problem 
of paralysis by strikes than the present injunction 
methods of enforcing a cooling off period or than the 
power, which President Truman claims, to get an ab- 
solute injunction in an emergency. 

"In a democracy it ought to be possible to 
handle these matters on agreed terms which do not 
involve any serious impairment of collective bar- 
gaining or the loss of labor's basic rights but which 
still give protection to the modern community whose 
very life depends upon the continuous operation of 
certain industries and services." 

What gives this significance is that Mr. Thomas' 
sympathies have always been on the 'side of labor. 
However, as a student of society, he is also aware that 
the interests and security of the public at large must 
come ahead of those of any special group — whether 
it be a labor union or a corporation. For many years 
some of the best known labor leaders have been work- 
ing on the theory that they have ''rights" which are 
superior to the rights of anyone else, and that the 
country can like it or lump it. The American people, 
to put it in plaini\\anguage, finally got a bellyfull of 
that attitude. * 

Undoubtedly, a fetter labor law will some day 
be written. In the meantime, the Taft-Hartley Act, in 
its major provisions, is the fairest and best law we 
have yet had. It has struck a balance between the 
power of labor on one hand and the power of industry 
on the other. It recognizes that the public interest Is 
always paramount. And it has freed the rank and 
file of labor from dictation by labor bosses.

The Fly on Baby's Head 

Bills now in Congress would, if passed, create 
chaos within the petroleum industry, and thus di- 
rectly undermine the national welfare and security. 
They would do this by making it' illegal for any com- 
pany engaged in producing, refining or marketing oil 
II 



to operate or be financally interested in a common 
carriers pipe line, a barge or a tanker. Further, no 
company refining oil could market it save by selling 
it at the refinery gate. 

Some business interests, in the belief that this 
legislation might be of financial benefit to them, have 
supported it. Commenting on that, the president of 
an oil company said: "When any businessman or 
group -of businessmen lend support to schemes to 
dismember the petroleum industry, their utterances 
sound as illogical as the old comic song in which the 
boy caroled: 'Papa get the hammer, there's a fly on 
baby's head.' " 

Every American has a personal knowledge of 
the way the oil industry serves the country. With rare 
exceptions, and even when production facilities of all 
kinds have been strained to meet a huge demand, we 
con buy any oil products we want, in any quantity 
we want, and when we want them. That kind of an 
industry never could have been built under law 
which said that a company could refine oil, or market 
oil or transport oil, but could not do all three. 

Oil is the lifeblood of modern commerce — and 
it lies at the heart of the national defense. Under the 
proposed dismemberment laws, the supply of oil 
would inevitably dwindle, and the job of turning 
crude into usable products would be complicated 
and slowed down. There would be less real compe- 
tition, and there would be less opportunity for the 
small company as well as the large, and the public 
would suffer. .

One Way To Reduce Employment 

The operator of "a retail chain recently wrote . 
his views on the proposal to raise the minimum wage 
to 75 cents an hour for a 40-hour week. "The retailer. 
would have no choice of action but to reduce the num- 
ber of employes and hope for greater production from 
those who are retained," he said. "The marginal pro- 
ducers from the standpoint of sales volume would, of 
course, bo eliminated from the payroll. 

"Many untrained women and high school girls 
are employed for Saturday and special rush day 
periods. This type of available worker would not find 
employment for the reason that their potential pro- 
duction would not justify the wage." 

The proposed law is' unrealistic. It takes Jio 
account of the differences in living costs in varying 
sections of the country. Nor does it take account* of 
the special operating problems faced by retailers in 
rural areas, where it is impossible to confine the busi- 
ness to a short working day and week. In the farm 
districts many customers can only find time to shop 
in the evening, and stores must stay open to serve 
them. 

Retailing is simply one of a number of enter- 
prises which can use beginners, part-time workers, 
and people without special skills. It is obvious that 
the value of such employes to the store owner is 
limited. If the legal minimum wage is set at too high 
a level, he can no longer employ them and so help 
them make a start in life. Congress should give this 
phase of the minimum wage question intense consi- 
deration when it comes time to vote on a new law. '

Study Shows 
Real Problem 



NEW YORK, N. Y.-The lcgend- 
i«ry "Bowery bum"— sleeping in 
! hallways, brawling, boozing— is not 
on amusing character to the fami- 
lies of the lower cast side, He is 
|a source, rather, of deep concern 
'and anxiety. 

A survey of the area and its 

casuals by the Community Service 

society shows that homeless men 

there are on the increase. Some 

families have become so alarmed 

rby the problems created that they 

.want to move out of the neighbor- 

■hood. 

Five churches on the lower east 
1 aide co-operated in the study. The 
j objects of the survey was to analyze 
(the effect of the presence of home- 
jless men on families and children 
'in that area. The investigators 
(found the answer to their question 
'in one word: "Bod." 

' Sixty-three families were spot 
(checked by the questioners. "Do 
I the homeless men affect your fam- 
iily7" they asked. "How?" "Have 
your children ever talked about 
these men?" "What sorts of things 
ido tbey say about them?" Follow- 
ing is the language of the report: 
Examples of Behavior 
"The interview brought out nu- 
morous examples of gross behavior 
.and other forms of annoyance by 
these derelicts. Parents often cited 
^incidents of immoral approaches to 
children. Other resident families 
voiced complaints about drunken- 
ness and abusive language. 

"I'm afraid to let "my children 
1 play in the street alone," one moth- 
er told the invcutigator. Another 
parent said: "Some time ago my 
seven-year-old daughter ' was ac- 
costed by one of these men. At 
the time she' ( was deeply , troubled. 
I explained as well as I could how 
she Is to conduct herself in the 
future, but I would be deeply 
grateful if the situation could be 
rectified." 

Despite the findings, the report 
refused to use them as an indict- 
ment of the homeless men, calling 
their behavior "largely uncontrol- 
lable/' and declaring: "On the con- 
trary we have the greatest sym- 
■ pathy for them and their plight; 
our quarrel Is with the system that 
disposes of them with only lodging 
and coffee. It is important to avoid 
the conclusion that all homeless 
men are of the .type described 
here." 

Urge Wider Understanding 
, The Gramercy district commit- 
tee of the society, which actually 
carried on the survey, urged "wider 
public understanding of the prob- 
lem plus intelligent help and un- 
derstanding." It also recommend- 
ed the following . long term meas- 
ures: 

"1. Decentralization, of • facilities 
for the care of homeless men from 
the lower east side by establish- 
ment of temporary shelter units in 
various appropriate sections of the 
city away from residential areas. 

"2. Provision of facilities suited 
to the needs of different types of 
men having specialized problems 
and requiring specialized treatment 
and handling. Thse include the 
incurably sick, others requiring 
hospital or only clinical care, al- 
coholics, the employable and non- 
employable and veterans entitled 
to special benefits under federal 
and state legislation."

Jit Bomber Sets Record 
Of 607.2 Miles Per Hour 

WASHINGTON, — An arrow- 
■haped B-47 jet bomber has 
streaked through the stratosphere 
at an average speed of '607.2 miles 
an hour in the fastest transcon- 
tinental flight ever made. 

The bomber, rated as "light" 
despite its 125,000 pounds, flew 2,- 
289 miles from Moses Lake air 
base In Washington state, to An- 
drews field, Md., a few miles 
southeast of the capital, in three 
hours and 46 minutes. 

The pace was 27 minutes short- 
er in time and 23 miles faster in 
average speed . than the official 
record of four hours and 13 min- 
utes at 564 m.p.h. established by 
Col. William H. Council in 'an F- 
80 Shooting Star two years ago. 

However, the air force will 
claim no record.. The, flight was 
not timed officially and the plane 
did not fly the' recognized contest 
course. The recognized course — 
the one that Council flew— is Los 
Angeles to New York, 2,464 miles.
